Games of all 
kinds—billiards, pool, bowling and all card 
games will be stopped. This does not ap- 
piv to baseball; the Supreme court has de- 
cided that baseball is a sport and an exer- 
cise that does not violate the Sunday Jaw. 

“There is a clase of people who o rve 
Saturday ar their Sabbath. These people, 
who, as a rule, conduct second-hand cloth- 

ing stores and shops of that kind. have the 
right to keep open for busin on Sunday;

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The big underground craps game at 
Zolezzi's saloon, northeast corner of Sev- 
enth and Morgan streets, which was ex- 
posed by the Post-Dispatch several months 
ago, is again running full blast and the 
proprietors boast they have not been 
raided for six months. 

Two Post-Dispatch reporters went to 
Zolezzi's for the purpose of Investigation 
last night. 

They arrived at the corner in front of 
the saloon at 10:27 o'clock. Morgan street 
was wide-awake. An electric street hght 


| flooded fovr corners with light and there 


| Was 2 constant passing of pedestrians on 
both sides of the street. Several men stood 
| talking in a little group in front of the sa- 
loon as the reporters passed in. 

| Zolezzi’s bar is a long narrow room. 
Entering from the Morgan street side a 
persor passes inner doors a few feet from 
the entrance. The bar is on the right or 
east side of the room. 

There is not five feet of space between 
the bar and a big music box against the 
wall near the southwest corner of the 
room A big ice-chest stands five feet 
from the north end of the room. Back of 
this ice-chest a door in the north wall is 
partly visible from the lower end of the 
bar. 

A well-built, good-natured bartender was 
serving drinks. Two or three men were 
amusing themselves with the music box 
and one man who had just entered from 
the door in the north wall was counting a 
roll of bills on the bar. 

An invitation to the bartender to join 
in a drink was accepted and started a 
conversation. 

“Craps?"" he inquired. 

“Yes,” returned the reporter. 

“Oh, I see. Well, we have one of the 
best games here that there is in town,” 
remarked the bartender, proudly. 

“They have a good game downstairs every 
night in the week. There ain't much more 
than a dozen down there now >decause 
there was a big game last night and most 
of the bunch are tired.” 

“Big doings Saturday night, eh?” 

“Yes, but you fellows can get a good roll 
for your money if you want to take a lit- 
tie whirl.

One of 
the reporters did as directed and with a 
noise of moving locks the door was opened 
about a foot and the smooth-shaven face 
of a man of 3) years appeared in the 
opening. 

“These fellows are all right,” said the 
bartender, and the reporters entered the 
room. 

The basement of the saloon, as the room 
evidently was, was a long, low room, but 
not unusually low for a cellar room. The 
southwest corner was built out into an- 
other room which took up about one- 
fourth of the floor space of the whole 
basement. Over near the wall toward the 
northeast corner of the room was an un- 
covered pool table with 15 men gathered 
around it. Just above the table a clus- 
ter of five incandescents gave the light 
for the game. 

Further down towards the south end of 
the room over 4 card table, where a man 
was trying to start a game of poker, there 
is a-similar cluster. These are the lights 
controlled by the bartender’s button. 

Beside the door by which the reporters 
entered and which seemed to be generally 
used for entrance and exit, there were two 
other doors in the cellar. One at the south 
end of the room led apparently into a coal 
cellar under the sidewalk. The other was 
in the opposite, or north wall. This evi- 
dently ied back under the house. All three 
wcre strong and equipped with heavy bulk- 
head locks, consisting of a clamp on the 
frame and a pivot-bar on the door. which 
drops into it and is fastened. The last 
two were securely locked. 

The floor of the room was covered with

The assassination followed demands of 
, the miob that Mayor Gannon leave the city 
before & o'clock. Four shots were fired 
through a window in the mayor's’ house 
and-he died within a few minutes. Before 
losing consciousness Gannon named the 
men who did the shooting, he having 
rushed to the window at the first shot and 
recognized his assailants. 

Mayor Gannon was also chief official of 
Spooner, and his actions in having certain 
characters there arrested and heavily fined 
entaged the rougher element of the town 
to murderous intentions.

CORPORATION LAWYERS 
SCORED BY GLADDEN 


Pittsburg Partor Criticises Rocke- 
feller in Scathing Terms, but 
Has No Compunctions About 
Accepting Standard Oil Money. 


Special to the Post-Dispatc). 

BOSTON, April 10.—John D. Rockefeller’s 
persuasive reply to religious critics in the 
Shape of a contribution of another $100,00, 
this time to the Baptist Missionary Union, 
is calculated to raise another big row. The 
gift was accepted gladly and without ques- 
tion, as hed been other gifts of like size 
received from him in the past. 

Rev. Herbert 8. Johnson, pastor of the 
Warren Avenue Baptist Church, declared 
that he would not take a dollar of Mr. 
Rockefeller’s money unless he offered it as 
“conscience’’ money. He asserted his be- 
Hef that the Baptist denomination was 
“the worst sinner,”” and in accepting Mr. 
Rockefeller’s donations was doing itself an 
injury. 

On the other hand, Rev. P. 8. Henson, 
formerly of Chicago, but now pastor of 
Tremont Temple, would accept the gift as 
a contribution for missionary work,’ into 
the source of which he was not called up- 
on to inquire. 

He was very severe in his criticism of 
the arraignment of Mr. Rockefeller by the 
Congregational ministers and  othefs, 
accusing them of “lynching’’ his character, 
condemning him as a suspect before he 
had been convicted by due process of law. 
He thought the Congregational ministers 
who feel aggrieved had better begin to 
throw stones at the rich members of their 
own denomination, instead of confining 
their efforts in this regard to a Baptist 
away over in Cleveland. 

Ordinarily such a gift from Mr. Rocke- 
feller to the American Baptist Missionary 
Union would create more than passing in- 
terest, but coming at this particular time, 
when the Congregational denomination is 
at loggerheads over the question of accept- 
ing a like gift (from the same source, it 
takes on a peculiar significance. 

Why did Mr. Rockefeller send the check 
at this time, an@ why did he make it an 
even $100,000? TWé"Missionary union did not 
stand in immediate need of this much 
money, becausegit is only behind about 
$50,000. What, théti, was his motive? Was 
the gift meant as a challenge to his critics? 
Was it Mr. Rockefellé®s method of test- 
ing the feeling among his Baptist co-re- 
ligionists? 

These are questions into which those in- 
terviewed did not care to inquire. 


Charles W. Perkins, treasurer of the 
union, declared that the gift was received 
“in the usual course of business’’ and had 
no significance whatever beyond the fact 
that Mr. Rockefeller was charitably in- 


clined.

The granting of the Second street franchise to the Manu- 
facturers’ Railway Co. is a vote of confidence in the Busch fam- 
ily. It places an obligation upon the Busches because the bill 
Was supported by business organizations and was passed upon 
the pledge and expectation that the franchise would be used 
to break the bridge and terminal monopoly and abolish the 
bridge arbitrary, so far as it can be done by the competition of 
the enlarged Manufacturers’ Railway. 

In demanding that the city be protected by ample guarantees, 
inserted in the bill, the Post-Dispatch did not mean to reflect 
upon the intentions or the good faith of the seekers of the 
franchise.

LET US HAVE AN UNDERSTANDING. 

The attitude of Excise Commissioner Mulvihill and Presi- 
dent Stewart towards the enforcement of the Sunday laws is 
neither comprehensible nor justifiable to the ordinary intelli- 
gence. Neither of these commissioners would say positively 
what he intended to do. Both took refuge behind the general 
statement that-all laws in the statute books would be enforced 
and that those who violated them would do so at their risk.| 
Both remarked with platitudinous complacency that there was 
no need of a warning that the laws would be enforced. As a 
corollary to these wise saws no notification was given to saloon 
keepers or others who have been accustomed to do works other 
than “those of necessity and mercy” on Sunday, without molesta- 
tion, and no orders were given to the police to report violations 
of the Sunday laws. 

The Excise Commissioner and the Police Board president over- 
looked the fact that Sunday laws have not been entorced and 
that the enforcement of them to the letter is a radical change 
of policy of which the public is entitled to a fair notice. While 
the.commissioners are not responsible for the policy of their 
predecessors, they are bound in fairness to take cognizance of 


their policy and of the effect of that policy upon the publie mind 


and the public conduct. The assumption that the public and the 
police will understand that laws which have not been enforeed 
heretofore will now be enforced is violent. Their assumption 
that the publie and the police can read the minds of new and 
untried commissioners with respect to a radical change of policy, 
is not based upon reason. Plain common sense and» common 
justice demand that account be taken of conditions, not of 
theories only, and that the community be given fair notice of 
a change of actual conditions. 

. Putting aside the question of right or wrong in the enforce- 
ment of the Sunday laws, whether they are to be enforced with 
discretion or according to the letter, the community is entitled 
to notice of a radical change of policy. It may be legal, but it 
is not right to -_ snap judgment on citizens who violate laws 
that have long betn unenforced by official authority. The Ex- 
cise Commissioner has the legal power, but not the moral right, 
to punish saloon keepers who violated a law, which his prede- 
cessors habitually did not enforce. President Stewart has the 
power, but not the moral right. to punish policemen for failing 
to make reports which his predecessors have not required them 
to make and which they were not ordered by him to make. 

If we are to have a revival and rigid enforcement of the neg- 
lected blue laws still remaining on the statute books, let us 
have a fair understanding of the intentions of the Jaw officers 
and a clear definition of the new line of conduct to be expected 
of citizens. The wisdom of a radical chatige is not enhanced by 
concealment of purpose and snapshot arbitrariness of action.

NEW YORK, April 10.—The World, in 
reviewing the similarities in the dispatch- 
ing and voyaging of Russia's fleet to fight 
Japan and Cervera's ill-fated journey to 
destruction at Santiago, says: “Seven 
years ago this month Cervera started 
across the Atlantic to meet the United 
States navy in its home waters. Rojest- 
vensky is now engaged in a similar mis- 
sion against the Japanese in the far Bast. 

“On orders from Madrid, on that fateful 
July morning, Cervera made a_ sortie and 
saw his vessels one after another anni- 
hilated. The repulse of Linares by the 
American land forces outside Santiago 
made it expedient that Cervera’s fleet be 
sacrificed to the pride of the dynasty. 

“Closely Russia's fleet follows Spain's. 

“What will be the ultimate fate of this 
great fleet which Rojestvensky is leading 
to fight Japan at her very door? Will he 
be crushed as Cervera was in a single 
battle? WHll history repeat in the Pacific 
what was ordained in the Atlantic? will 
the admiral be disgraced and hundreds of 
brave men slaughtered as a blood offering 
on the altar of dynastic pride? 

“This much seems sure—if Rojestvensky 
is defeated Russia must consent to stop 


the war.” 


The Sun prints some amazing cotton fig- 
ures from the London board of trade, 
which reports and suggests that “some of 
our cotton people might go to Engiand and 
find out how they do it.’
